Orce more the Yellow River bas burst ite 
banké, devastating » lurge tract of country, 
and again justifying its appellation - of 
“China's Sorrow,” ‘This time the scone of 
the calamity is in Sbaitung, ‘some bundred 
and twenty miles from the mouth. of the 
river. The brench that occurred in 1887 waa 
at Cheng-chow, in Honan, and the scenes of 
tho two-disasters are therefore separated by 
several hundred miles. TheChinedosucceoded 
in closing the Oheng-chow breach and bring- 
ing the vast stream baci into Lhe bed it bad 
-Geserted. ' This work, as an engineering feat, 
.reflecta lustre on the nameof, Wy Ti-cuxng, 
the official who, after previous ‘efforts had 
failed, succesfully accomplished 1t. But 
before tho river was turned back into its old 
bed common prudence, should have suggent- 
‘ed a careful survey to eacertein that the 
_ banks ulong the whole Jength were strong 
enough to contain it, 9 that the closing of 
the Cheng-chow breach should not reault, as 
has unfortunately turned ext to be ‘the’ cage, 
—in the mero‘transfer: ofthe trouble to an-. 
other district." Not only should. prudence 
have suggested this, but the Goverment 
had explicit warning of the danger from ite 
owa official, In the Paking Gaactte. of the 
10th April appesred s wemorial from the 
Governor of Bhantung in which he reports 
that “Two years ago the Governor proposed 
that the york of restoring the enbankments. 
in Shantong, which, it appears, are: acarcely 
a third of tho dimensions of those in Honun, 
abould, be apreed over a number of. years, 
and entimated the expenditure at Tle, 
770,000.

THE YELLOW RIVER AGAIN 
BURSTS ITS BANKS. 


TERRIBLE’ FLOODS IN SHANTUNG, 
The Shanghai .Mercury of the 26th July 
saye:--Early in the woek there were vague 
rumanrs afloat that the Yollow River bad again 
burst its embankments, though up to to-day the 
report was ganérally disoredited. But it turns 
out to be ouly too trué,‘and the scones of den. 
truction and widesproad famine Isa year and 
the year before in Honan, wrought by “ China’s 
Sorrow,” as this terrible river’ is: appropriately 
named, seem about to be re-onasted in tha pro- 
vinoe of Shantuug. .The Shén-pao of this morn- 
ing, publiches long telegram, addrisaed to the 
Native Committes of Famine Reliof, from tho 
Total of Chefon saying that the swift ourrent 
of the swollen rivor had again caused 
broak its: embankmonts at Chang-oh'iu,., 
is to the oast of Chi-nan-ti, botwesz tho 
and the sea-coast. ‘The breach cecurred on tha 
25th of ‘the Chinese moon, or, accorling to cur 
calendar, on the 22nd: inst.; it extents for over

Acoording to the 
Taotai’s. marsage the waterd of the Hoang Ho 
overflowed into the Tuuiehing River,-which 
entera the .aea about forty miles to the south.
